It will be erected in 
Lafayette Square in Washington City. 

At Pleasantville, N. J., a shaft is be- 
ing sunk where silver ore has been dis- 
covered containing enough of tho 
precious metal to pay for working it.

, TRAIN ROBBERS AGAIN. 





“Robbers’ Cut,” on the Missouri Pacifie, 
Near Otterville, Mo., Again the Scene 
of a “Hold Up’—The Pacific Express 
Car Robbed by Masked Men — The 
Amount of Booty Not Yet Known, but 
Report Places it as High as $90.000— 
The Robbers Unknown. 

Ransas Crry, Mo, Aug. 18.—The 
safe of the Pacific Expresa Company 
was robbed. of $90,000. by.train robbers 
on the Missouri Pacificr ailroad yester- 
day morning. The train, which was 
tbe Kansas City limited express, No, 3, 
left Tipton, Mo., at about 3a. m. Two 
mysterious figures were seen by the 
engineer lurking around the forward 
end of the train, but no particular at- 
tentjon was paid to them. Just after 
leaving Tipton, the fireman — turned 
toward the tender to fire up the engine 
and looked squarely into the aauzzles of 
two revolvers in the hand@ of two 
masked men who were lying on their 
faces on the coal. One of the bandits 
covered the fireman with his revolver 
while the other took care of the en- 
gineer. They were told to keld up their 
hands and the engineer was ordored tc 
run tho train to Otterville water tank, 
in ‘Robbers’ Cut” just east of Otter- 
ville. 

When ‘Robbers’ Cut” was reached 
the engineer was commanded to go to 
the express car and tell the messenger 
to open the door. He did so under 
threats of his life should he fail. When 
he reached the express car he found 
the two robbers had five confederates 
stationed at convenient places about 
the car, all heavily armed and their 
faces concealed behind masks. He 
walked to the door of the express car 
and called to the expross messenger, 
Sam Avery, to open the door. Avery, 
suspecting no danger, pushed back the 
door. As he did so, the leader of the 
robbers and one confederate pushed 
revolvers in and ordered the messen- 
ger to hold up his hands. The order 
was promptly obeyed, and three of the 
robbers jumped into the car. Avery 
was commanded to open the safe, and 
at the point of a revolver did so. One 
of the robbers unfolded a sack, and into 
it were placed the entire contents of 
the safe. The robbers then made their 
escape without attempting to molest 
the passengers. 

The engineer pulled the train into 


Otterville, a half mile distant, where a 


part of the crew were left to arouse the 
sheriff and organize a posse to pursue 
the robbers. The news of the robbery 
was also telegraphed to the headquar- 
ters at St. Louis, and all the available 
detective force of the road were sent to 
‘Robbers’Cut.” The sheriff’s posse and 
the detectives are now scouring the 
country for the robbers. 

The exact amount of money and val- 
uables stolen can not be learned, but it 
is understood the money in the safe ag- 
gregated about $75,000, mostly in paper 
money, and that the other valuable 
property amounted to about $15,000. 
The robbers are unknown. 





THE CENSUS. 





The Rough Count Practically Completed, 
and will Show a Total Population Ap- 
proximating 64,000,000 — An Increase 
for the Decade of About Thirty Per 
Cent. 

WasuIneton, Aug. 17.—The count of 
the population of the United States was 
practically completed yesterday by the 
Census-Office. Of forty-three thousand 
odd enumeration districts in to which the 
country was divided, the returns from 
all but one hundred have been received 
and counted. As fast as the returns are 
received of the districts still out they 
will be counted and added to the total. 

The result of the count as at present 
completed shows a population of 62,- 
695,955, and when the entire count is 
finished, the population of the coun- 
try will be, as Mr. Porter estimated, 
about sixty-four millions. This will be 
an increase shown during the past de- 
cade of about thirty per cent., which is 
about equal to the percentage of in- 
crease of the period from 1870 to 1880. 

To-morrow the entire force of the 
Census-Office now comprising about nine- 
teen hundred clerks will be merged into 
one bureau. The object is to concentrate 
the whole working force of the office 
on the accounts of the fifty thousand 
enumerators, so that they can be set- 
tled rapidly and the enumerators be 
paid off. 

During this period while the general 
work of the office is practically sus- 
pended, Superintendent Porter will be 
at Deer Park, where his family is 
spending the summer. He intends be- 
fore his return to prepare his annual 
report of what has been accomplished 
during the year ended June 30. He will 
also make a special report on ‘‘re- 
counts,” and will state that of the cities 
and towns, nearly fifty in number, 
which have asked for recounts, there 
have been only four or five cases where 
it was found that facts would justify 
such action. Mr. Porter will announce 
as his conclusion that the vast majority 
of these recounts were prompted by 
motives of local pride and jealousy of 
rival cities.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 18.—A very poor 
counterfeit of the $20 silver certificate 
has made its appearance in the: South. 
It is of the act of 1878, series 1880, check 
letter C, B. K. Bruce, register, and A. 
U. Wyman, treasurer, with Decatur’s 
portrait. The entire impression is 
very indistinct, and has the appearance 
of having been tampered with by the 
washing process. It is of photographic 
production. The same note was coun: 
terfeited before.

Mammoth Cave Surpassed. 
A dispatch from Normandy, Tenn.,

There is jnteuse excitement at this place 
over the covery of a cave that, so far 


seems to Ssunpgss the Mammoth Cave in giz 
and grandeur. As a party of gentlemen wert 
inspecting t@e? country two and one-hali 
miles southest from this place, and. direct: 
ly between ‘Irere and Tullahoma, they acel> 
dentally discovered the entrance. Previ- 
ously there had been heavy rains aud 
the people had  becn : awakened a 
few nights before by a rumbling 
sound inthe earth, The mouth of the cave 
seems to have become exposed by a slide of 
dirt and rocks from the side of the hill. 
The party entercd the cave and walked a 
good distance by the light from the mouth, 
which {s about cight feet in height by 
twelve in width. They, having no, light to 
go further, returned to Normandy, got 
lanterns, and then went back to the cave, 
arriving there about five o’ciock in the 
afternoon. They walked !n what seemed 
to be.a direct line all night, but found no 
end, There was a small creek 
running through the eave from north 
east to southwest. The walls were 
very high and seemed to be smooth, 
except here and there stalactites 
hung from the roof to the floor. The dis- 
tance traveled could not have been short of 
twenty miles. Retracing their steps, they 
arrived at the .vouth at four o’clock the 
next afternoom They say there seemed to 
be no end to the cave. In some places the 
passage is hundreds of feet wide. As the 
mouth of this cave lies at the foot of what is 
known as the table lands or barrens, it is 
believed it extends under the whole table 
land. The people at this place have gone 
wild with excitement over the discovery, 
An exploring party will goin the cave, and 
will stay three or four days or find the end. 





* A Smart Negro Makes a Haul. 

A well-dressed, intelligent negro ap- 
peared in Limestone County, Ala., about 
three weeks ago, and represented him: 
self as a ponsion agent. He went among 
the ignorant negroes in the county and. 
explained to them that Congress had just 
passed a bill granting them a pensiorrof 
$10 a month. For a fee of $5, to be paid 
in advance, he agreed to secure their 
pensions for them. He collected some 
$800 in fees. His victims were told to 
meet him at Athens, several days ago, 
and go with him to the Government 
building at Huntsville, where they 
would receive their money. His dupes 
were all there, but hecdid not appear.

—Berry Mush: Stewa quart of ber- 
ries in a pint of water, sweeten to taste, 
and stir in a heaping teaspoonful of 
corn-starcsh, wheat flour, or arrowroot, 
to give the berries consistency. Serve 
cold, with cream. If made stiffer, the 
mush can’be cooled in molds for asum- 
mer dish.—Demorest’s Monthly. 

—Pearls: Two ‘cupfuls white sugar, 
one-half cupful. butter, one cupful sweet 
milk, whites of seven eggs we!l beaten, 
two spoonfuls baking-powder, three 
small cupfuls of flour; flavor with al- 
mond or rose. Bake in small, round 
tins, and ice thickly.—Ladies’ Homo 
Journal. 

—Lentil Soup: Put a half pint of len- 
tils, one onion, with two cloves stuck 
into it, a small bunch of herbs, and two 
ounces of butter, into two quarts of 
water. Let them come to a boil and 
simmer for two hours; add two ounces 
of pearl barley, some spinach, blanched 
or scalded, and chopped up. Let all 
boil together till well cooked, and season 
with pepper and salt. As the soup is 
thiek, it needs much stirring, but it is 
excéedingly nourishing.—Housekeeper. 

+Spiced Bread: Sift into’a pan one 
pound of flour, put intoa half pint of 
warm milk a half pound of butter; stir 
the milk and butter into the flour and 
a wineglassful of good yeast and a lit- 
tle salt; mix these well together, and 
sit in a warm place, but not too warm to 
rise; let it rise a full hour, then add a 
half-pound of sugar, a half-grated nut- 
meg, large spoonful of cinnamon and a 
wineglass of rose water; mix these well 
into a sponge, pour into a pan, and set 
to rise again; let it rise a half-hour and 
bake in a slow oven.—Boston Budget.

We have made personal in: spection of 
the condition of the county jai] in regard 
to its sufficiency for the safe ‘keeping of 
prisoners, their accommod'aion and 
health. We think the jail in secure for 
the safe-keeping of prisoners, and would 
suggest that the walls of the | ower cells 
be plated with iron like the cei Jimgs. The 
prisoners were questioned as to their 
health and fare; and said they’ were in 
good condition, and had plenty of meat, 
bread and vegetables every day, and pie 
occasionnally. The jailor, knotwing what 
comfort is himself, as evidenced by his 
own room, is making the prisoners as 








comfortable as is possible un der the cir- 
cumstances. 


We have, also, examined the vault in 
the Court House and find it dry enough 
for use, and suggest that it be fimished at 
once and the records of the ccunty be 
placed therein for safe keeping 

We think it advisable that a waiting 
room with suitable water closet# should 


be constructed in, or near the Cour t House 
for the accommodation of ladies and 
strangers while attending court. 


The official bonds of our Coumty Offi- 


cers are correct and sufficient. 


We have examined cgrefully into tle 


condition of the County Treastiry, and 
append an abstract of the Treasurer's 
report, which is a part of tnia report,

Railroad Accidcnt. 


Between Thirty and Forty More 
or Less Injured. 


Caused by the Engine Jumping the Track 
While Going at a Speed of Forty Miles 
an Hour—Most of the Injured Fright- 
fully Scalded by Escaping Steam—List 
of the Killed and Injured. 


Boston, Aug. 21.—The wreck on the 
Old Colony railroad, near Quincy, Tues- 
day, was caused by the engine jumping 
the track. The Quincy fire department 
was called to the scene as quickly as 
possible, and shortly afterwards the fire 
Was extinguished. The dead and in- 
jured were removed from the scene, 
the latter being taken into private 
houses and Quincy hospital. 

The train was the Vineyard express, 
due in Boston at 1:10 p. m., and con- 
sisted of five or six parlor cars and when 
within 100 feet on the other side of 
President's bridge, and running at the 
rate of forty miles an hour, jumped the 
track. The engine immediately toppled 
over, with the first passenger coach on 
top of it. The fire in the engine set fire 
to the wreck. The passengers were for 
the most part injured by escaping 
steam, maay beiug frishtfully scalded.

If you frequently put your neighbors’ 
names in the paper they ‘will take an 
interest in your letter and alsoin the 
paper itself; but be careful and spell all 
| proper names correctly and write them 
| very plainly, so that the printer cannot 

make a mistake, for there is nothing 

that will disgust most people more than 

to see their names spelled Wrong in 
print. Write news that will please the 
intelligent class of people in your com- 
munity, for itis they who will support 
the paper and who will read what you 
write. “There is nothing gained in at- 
tempfing’ to please: the: drunken and 
worthiess, who.areain most all commu- 
nities, for they never read a paper ex- 
cept: oeeasionally, when they may bor- 
row it, and besides it would be beneath 
| th® dignity of a respectable journal to 
recognize sucha class. An occasional 
puff will be appreciated, and would not 
be out of place if the person is worthy 
of it; and always speak well of churches 
and everything else that is for the pub- 
lic good. 

The following are some of the things 
not to write about: Many correspond- 
ents fill up half their letters. with ac- 
counts of the weather and the condition 
of the mud, and repeat old jokes they 
have read inother papers. All accounts 
of scandals or street fights, orany other 
news that would be unfit to bring into 
the family, or anything that may lead 
to asuit for libel, should be left out. 
Be careful and say nothing that will 
tend to make enemies. The correspond- 
ent should never write letters of which 
he or she would be ashamed to have it 
publicly known that they are the author. 

We have seen letters published which 
contained items like the following: ‘‘L. 
G. went tosee his best girl the other 
night, but another fellow was there and 
had cut him out. Weare onto you.” 
No one but L. G. would know what was 
meant, and he would be mad, while 
everyone else would be disgusted. No 
good correspondent will say: ‘‘If certain 
parties do not improve in their conduct 
in the future they will be exposed,” or 
“Lots of scandal is being reported,” or 
“Gossips are numerous,” besides foolish 
and pointless jokes. It does not seem 
as though anyone ‘would write such 
trash; but they do, and it is published. 

If‘our correspondents follow pur in- 
structions, we are sufe their letters will 
be read, and will be acredit to them 
selves and the Volunteer... Write only 
on one side of the paper. Your name 


must accompany every communication. 
It will not be published, but we desire 
this rule to rigidly adhered to.
